ART  COMMISSION  REPORT 


FOR  THE  YEARS  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1919,  AND 
DECEMBER  31,  1920 

February  24,  1921. 

Honorable  John  F.  Hylan, 

Mayor  of  The  City  of  New  York. 

Sir  : 

THE  Art  Commission  herewith  submits  its  reports  for  the  years  1919 
and  1920. 

POWERS  AND  DUTIES  OF  THE  COMMISSION 
Under  the  Charter,  the  Commission  has  jurisdiction  over: 

(a)  All  works  of  art  to  be  acquired  by  The  City  of  New  York 
by  purchase,  gift  or  otherwise. 

(b)  The  removal,  relocation  or  alteration  in  any  way  of  all 
works  of  art  already  possessed  by  the  City. 

(c)  All  designs  of  buildings,  bridges,  approaches,  gates,  fences, 
lamps  or  other  structures  erected  or  to  be  erected  upon  land  be- 
longing to  the  City,  and  in  respect  to  the  lines,  grades  and  plotting 
of  public  ways  and  grounds  and  in  respect  of  arches,  bridges,  struc- 
tures and  approaches  which  are  the  property  of  any  corporation 
or  private  individual  and  which  shall  extend  over  or  upon  any 
street,  avenue,  highway,  park  or  public  place  belonging  to  the  City, 
and  said  Commission  shall  so  act  and  its  approval  shall  be  required 
for  every  such  structure  which  shall  hereafter  be  erected  or  con- 
tracted for;  except  that  in  case  of  any  such  structure  which  shall 
hereafter  be  erected  or  contracted  for  at  a  total  expense  not  ex- 
ceeding $250,000,  the  approval  of  said  Commission  shall  not  be 
required,  if  the  Mayor  or  the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  request  said 
Commission  not  to  act. 

(d)  The  selection  of  art  productions,  costing  not  to  exceed 
$50,000  in  any  one  year,  when  such  appropriation  has  been  made  by 
the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment. 

Works  of  art,  as  above  defined,  include  all  paintings,  mural  decorations, 
stained  glass,  statues,  bas-reliefs,  or  other  sculptures,  monuments,  foun- 
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tains,  arches  or  other  structures  of  a  permanent  character,  intended  for 
ornament  or  commemoration. 

The  Charter  further  provides  that  no  work  of  art  shall  become  the 
property  of  the  City  unless  such  work  of  art,  or  a  design,  together  with 
a  statement  of  the  proposed  location,  shall  have  been  submitted  to  and 
approved  by  the  Commission.  Until  so  approved  it  may  not  be  erected 
or  placed  in,  upon  or  over  any  building,  street,  park  or  public  place  belong- 
ing to  the  City. 

Further,  no  existing  work  of  art  may  be  removed,  relocated  or  altered 
in  any  way  unless  the  plan  for  such  removal,  relocation  or  alteration  shall 
have  been  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Commission. 

1919 

The  membership  of  the  Commission,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Charter,  consisted  throughout  the  year  of  John  F.  Hylan  (Mayor), 
Robert  W.  de  Forest  (President  of  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art),  A. 
Augustus  Healy  (President  of  Brooklyn  Institute  of  Arts  and  Sciences), 
Morgan  J.  O'Brien  (Trustee  of  New  York  Public  Library),  Henry  Bacon 
(architect),  Edmond  T.  Quinn  (sculptor),  Harry  W.  Watrous  (painter), 
Charles  H.  Sherrill  (layman),  Luke  Vincent  Lockwood  (layman),  Henry 
C.  Lawrence  (layman),  to  September  13th,  the  date  of  his  death,  and 
Lucien  Oudin  (layman),  appointed  December  30th  to  succeed  Mr. 
Lawrence. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Commission  held  January  13,  1919,  the 
Commission  organized  by  electing  the  following  officers :  Robert  W.  de 
Forest,  President ;  A.  Augustus  Healy,  Vice-President,  and  Charles  H. 
Sherrill,  Secretary. 

In  compliance  with  above  mentioned  provisions  of  the  Charter,  84 
matters  were  submitted  to  the  Commission  during  1919.  One  was  carried 
over  from  1918.  The  approximate  amount  of  money  involved  was 
$8,000,000. 

For  each  one  of  these  84  submissions  from  1  to  10  plans  were  exam- 
ined and  passed  upon.  The  designs  presented  with  80  submissions  were 
approved  as  submitted.  In  20  cases  the  Commission  disapproved  designs 
in  whole  or  in  part.    Two  submissions  were  withdrawn. 

1920 

The  membership  of  the  Commission  consisted  throughout  the  year  1920 
of  John  F.  Hylan  (Mayor),  Robert  W.  de  Forest  (President  of  Metro- 
politan Museum  of  Art),  A.  Augustus  Healy  (President  of  Brooklyn  In- 
stitute of  Arts  and  Sciences)  to  May  13th,  Frank  L.  Babbott  (President  of 
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Brooklyn  Institute  of  Arts  and  Sciences)  from  May  14th,  Harry  \V 
Watrous  (painter).  Robert  Aitken  (sculptor),  Welles  Bosworth  (archi- 
tect), Luke  Vincent  Lockvvood  (layman),  Lucien  Oudin  (layman;,  and 
R.  T.  H.  Halsey  (layman)  ;  also  Morgan  J.  O'Brien  (Trustee  of  the  New- 
York  Public  Library)  to  April  30th,  when  he  resigned,  and  William  Bar- 
clay Parsons  (Trustee  of  the  New  York  Public  Library)  was  appointed 
to  succeed  him. 

At  the  first  meeting  held  January  12.  1920,  the  Commission  organ- 
ized by  electing:  Robert  W.  deForest,  President;  A.  Augustus  Healy,  Vice- 
President,  and  Luke  Vincent  Lockwood,  Secretary.  At  the  meeting  on 
June  14,  Mr.  Frank  L.  Babbott  was  elected  to  take  the  place  of  Mr.  Healy 
as  Vice-President. 

In  compliance  with  the  above  mentioned  provisions  of  the  Charter, 
108  matters  were  submitted  to  the  Commission  during  1920.  The  approxi- 
mate amount  of  money  involved  was  $21,500,000. 

For  each  one  of  these  108  submissions,  from  1  to  27  plans  were  exam- 
ined and  passed  upon.  The  designs  presented  with  81  submissions 
were  approved  as  submitted.  In  21  cases  the  Commission  disapproved 
designs  in  whole  or  in  part.  Three  submissions  remained  unacted  upon  at 
the  close  of  the  year.  These  were  received  so  short  a  time  before  December 
31st  that  there  was  not  sufficient  opportunity  to  examine  plans,  visit  loca- 
tions and  make  reports. 

# 

Each  submission  received  is  immediately  referred  to  a  special  com- 
mittee, which  makes  its  report  before  the  subject  is  considered  by  the  full 
Commission.  The  committees  visit  locations  for  monuments  and  other 
structures. 

In  addition  to  their  meetings  for  examination  of  designs  submitted, 
the  committees  frequently  meet  in  conference  with  heads  of  departments, 
designers,  and  other  persons  interested  in  matters  before  the  Commission. 
During  1919,  109,  and  during  1920,  119  committee  meetings  were  held. 
It  is  in  committee  work,  therefore,  that  the  most  engrossing  duties  of  the 
Commissioners  are  to  be  found.  The  Commission  held  15  meetings  in  1 9 1 1  > 
and  12  meetings  in  1920. 

A  large  majority  of  designs  are  approved  as  submitted;  a  small  per 
centage  are  disapproved  and  others  are  dealt  with  in  the  manner  which 
promises  to  secure  the  best  results.  Some  are  given  preliminary  approval 
with  the  suggestion  to  restudy  certain  features  of  the  designs  and  then 
resubmit  them  for  final  action ;  sometimes  action  is  postponed  and  par- 
ticular defects  of  the  design  are  pointed  out  to  the  artist  concerned  at  an 
informal  conference,  so  that  he  can  amend  them  himself: 
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CHANGES  OF  PROCEDURE 

During  the  year  1919  two  important  matters  relative  to  the  protection 
of  the  interests  of  the  public  received  the  serious  consideration  of  the  Com- 
mission. 

A  review  of  the  action  of  the  Commission  since  its  formation  shows 
that  a  number  of  projects  which  have  received  approval  have  not  been 
carried  to  completion.  This  points  to  what  might,  in  some  cases,  lead  to  a 
serious  difficulty;  for  the  approval  of  the  site  of  a  given  monument  or 
structure  might  be  held  to  preclude  consideration  of  this  particular  site 
for  any  other  monument  or  structure  which  it  might  be  thought,  at  a  later 
day,  appropriate  to  place  on  the  site  in  question ;  and  this  even  though  the 
completion  of  the  monument  or  structure  previously  approved  seemed 
highly  problematical. 

The  Commission,  therefore,  at  its  meeting  on  November  12,  1919, 
passed  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved:  That  on  and  after  January  1,  1920,  all  approvals 
shall  be  given  with  the  condition  that  they  lapse  at  the  expiration 
of  three  years  from  the  date  of  approval  unless  the  work  referred 

to  has  been  commenced  at  that  time. 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  work  of  the  several  Departments  of  the  City 
government,  and  to  save  them,  and  individuals,  the  expense  of  preparing 
completed  designs  for  proposed  structures  or  monuments  which  in  the 
end  might  not  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Commission ;  it  established 
some  years  ago  the  method  of  giving  to  sketch  designs  its  "  preliminary 
approval,"  and  incorporated  in  its  "  Circular  of  Information  "  the  follow- 
ing clause : 

"  Applicants  are  strongly  advised  to  submit  tentative  drawings, 
designs  or  models  for  preliminary  approval,  before  making  finished 
drawings  or  full-sized  models." 
It  also  incorporated  in  its  Submission  Blanks  the  following  clause : 

"  State  whether  '  Preliminary  '  or  1  Final  '  action  is  asked  for. 
(If  desired,  the  Commission  will  pass  upon  plans  or  sketches  in 
outline,  reserving  its  approval  of  details  until  designs  or  models  in 
detail  have  been  completed  and  submitted.)" 

Notwithstanding  this  action  of  the  Commission,  experience  shows  that 
in  not  a  few  cases  the  artists  concerned  have  misunderstood  the  nature 
of  this  "  preliminary  approval,"  and  have  proceeded  to  carry  out  the  work- 
without  obtaining  "  final  approval." 

Wishing  to  take  all  possible  steps  to  avoid  misapprehension  in  future, 
the  Commission  at  its  meeting  on  November  12,  1919.  adopted  the  following 
resolution : 
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Resolved:  That  on  and  after  January  1,  1920,  each  "  preliminary 
approval  "  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  statement  that  it  is  conditioned 
upon  the  further  development  of  the  designs,  and  a  resubmission  of 
the  same  for  final  approval. 

REGIONAL  W  AR  MEMORIALS  IN  NEW  YORK  CITY 

Upon  the  signing  of  the  armistice  with  Germany  late  in  the  year  1918, 
the  thought  of  the  citizens  of  New  York  was  at  once  naturally  turned  to 
consideration  of  modes  of  commemoration  of  those  of  their  number  who 
had  been  called  to  serve  in  the  World  War.  and  who  had  given  their  lives 
for  the  great  cause  then  at  stake. 

In  the  fervor  of  the  moment  the  suggestions  made  at  the  start  were 
naturally  ambitious,  their  realization  involving  the  raising  of  large  sums 
of  money.  There  was,  however,  lack  of  unanimity  in  relation  to  the 
character  of  the  monument  to  be  erected,  and  no  certainty  that  the  money 
required  could  be  raised  so  soon  after  the  drives  for  the  selling  of  Liberty 
and  Victory  Bonds,  and  for  the  Red  Cross  and  other  worthy  and  beneficient 
associations  formed  to  relieve  the  distress  occasioned  by  the  War.  The 
hesitation  thus  resulting,  however,  has  been  altogether  advantageous,  for 
we  are  thus  enabled  to  take  thought  of  the  future,  and  may  hope  to  avoid 
being  led  astray  by  enthusiasm  due  to  the  momentary  emphasis  of  transient 
influences. 

general  Washington  died  in  1799.  No  significant  movement  looking 
to  the  erection  of  a  fitting  memorial  in  his  honor  in  this  City  seems  to 
have  been  made  until  1844.  when  efforts  were  made  to  build  a  Washington 
Monument  at  the  south  point  of  the  City  Hall  Park  as  it  then  existed, 
being  the  south  end  of  the  present  Post  Office  building,  according  to  designs 
shown  in  Plate  I. 

This  project  having  failed  of  accomplishment,  a  proposition  was  made 
to  place  a  monument,  probably  after  this  same  design,  in  what  was  then 
known  as  Hamilton  square,  extending  from  66th  to  68th  streets  and  from 
3d  to  5th  avenues.  The  corner  stone  of  this  monument  was  actually  laid 
with  elaborate  ceremonies  (Plate  II)  ;  but  nothing  arose  upon  the  founda- 
tions, and  the  "  Square  "  in  which  the  monument  was  to  stand  no  longer 
exists. 

Ten  years  after  (in  1854)  certain  patriotic  citizens  gave  to  the  City 
the  equestrian  statue  of  Washington  placed  on  Union  Square  at  Fourth 
Avenue  and  Fourteenth  Street,  one  of  the  noblest  of  its  possessions.  Rut 
not  until  F889  was  the  Washington  Arch  presented  to  the  City.     I  S  i 
Report  of  year  1909.  p.  15.) 

Thus  it  appears  that  after  Washington's  death  nearly  half  a  century 
elapsed  before  the  true  significance  of  his  life  was  generally  acknowledged 
by  our  citizens,  and  ninety  years  before  the  arch  was  erected  as  a  conspicu- 
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ous  memorial  to  him.  These  delays  gave  to  those  interested  time  for 
mature  deliberation  as  to  the  form  the  memorial  should  take,  and  evidently 
to  the  City's  great  advantage. 

In  like  manner  some  forty  years  elapsed  after  the  close  of  the  Civil 
War  before  our  citizens  erected,  to  the  memory  of  those  of  their  number 
who  lost  their  lives  in  that  struggle,  the  beautiful  monument  on  Riverside 
Drive.    (See  Report  of  year  1909,  p.  47.) 

It  seems  not  at  all  unlikely  that  a  similar  and  advantageous  delay 
may  occur  in  relation  to  the  great  memorial  to  be  erected  in  honor  of  the 
American  heroes  of  the  War  so  lately  ended.  But  such  delay  has  failed 
to  satisfy  the  yearnings  of  those  who  have  lost  in  the  War  sons  and  hus- 
bands, and  who  have  longed  to  give  instant  expression  to  their  deep  emotion. 
This  has  led  to  a  widespread  movement  looking  to  the  erection  of  less 
ambitious  memorials  in  various  sections  of  the  city  in  honor  of  those 
soldiers  and  sailors,  coming  from  special  community  groups,  who  have 
made  the  supreme  sacrifice. 

The  result  of  this  feeling  has  been  the  submission  to  the  Commission 
of  a  large  number  of  designs  of  this  nature.  These  have  been  given  un- 
usually careful  consideration,  for  quite  naturally  not  a  few7  of  them  have 
been  designed  under  pressure  and  without  full  study.  It  has  been  the  aim 
of  the  Commission  to  encourage  the  special  committees  and  designers  in 
charge,  and  at  the  same  time  to  protect  the  City  from  the  acquisition  of 
monments  and  other  memorials  that  would  be  found  inappropriat  or 
devoid  of  artistic  merit. 

Tne  graduates  of  a  large  number  of  our  public  schools  have  applied 
for  permission  to  erect  memorial  tablets  in  their  buildings.  In  a  relatively 
large  number  of  cases  these  have  not  seemed  sufficiently  satisfactory  to  the 
Board  of  Education  to  warrant  them  in  submitting  them  to  the  Commission. 
Even  those  thus  submitted  have  often  required  redesigning  before  they 
could  secure  approval  of  the  Commission.  To  meet  this  difficulty,  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Commission  was  appointed  to  confer  with  a  Committee  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  looking  to  the  adoption  of  standard  forms  which 
might  be  acceptable  to  both  the  school  authorities  and  the  Commission. 

The  unsatisfactory  tablets  above  referred  to  have  been  prepared  for 
the  most  part  by  commercial  concerns  which  are  canvassing  the  country 
at  large,  urging  upon  the  public  a  variety  of  stock  designs,  and  competing 
with  one  another  on  the  basis  of  cost  rather  than  of  artistic  excellence.  Xot 
a  few  of  these  have  been  submitted  to  the  Commission  by  Committees  of 
local  communities,  and  have  been  disapproved;  and  in  a  number  of  cases 
designs  other  than  tablets  have  been  submitted  which  could  not  be  accepted. 
In  a  majority  of  such  cases,  however,  the  committees  in  charge  have,  in 
consultation  with  the  Commission,  presented  later  designs  which  have  been 
heartily  approved. 
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The  work  of  the  Commissioruis  so  largely  negative  that  it  seldom  at- 
tracts attention.   The  public  sees  the  satisfactory  result  but  does  not  realize 

what  would  have  been  installed  had  no  Art  Commission  existed.  It  may 
be  of  interest,  therefore,  to  present  certain  of  these  designs  that  have  been 
disapproved,  in  conjunction  with  the  designs  finally  accepted  for  the  same 
monuments,  as  is  done  in  Plates  III  and  IV. 

Turning  from  these  cases,  it  may  be  well  to  refer  to  a  few  designs 
submitted  which  have  been  approved  as  originally  presented  with  only 
minor  changes  suggested  by  the  Commission,  Plates  V,  VI  and  VII. 

For  the  use  of  Plates  I  and  II  the  Commission  wishes  to  make  its 
grateful  acknowledgments  to  Mr.  Edward  W.  C.  Arnold,  the  owner  of  the 
rare  prints  reproduced ;  and  to  Mr.  I.  N.  Phelps  Stokes,  the  author  of  the 
Iconography  of  Manhattan  Island,  from  which  they  were  copied. 

The  Commission  had  the  misfortune  during  the  year  1919  to  lose  its 
very  efficient  Assistant  Secretary,  Dr.  John  Quincy  Adams,  who  died  after 
a  brief  illness  on  February  12  and  who  had  served  the  City  and  the  Com- 
mission with  signal  devotion  since  July  5,  1907. 

The  Commission  was  fortunate  in  being  able  to  obtain  in  his  place,  Mr. 
Henry  Rutgers  Marshall,  who  had  served  as  a  member  of  the  Commission, 
under  Mayors  Low  and  McClellan,  and  who  was  therefore  thoroughly 
conversant  with  the  modes  of  procedure  adopted  by  the  Commission  and 
the  details  of  its  office  management.

Ornamental  Pillars.  Four  ornamental  pillars  to  be  placed  on  Cortelyou 
Road  at  Bedford  Avenue  and  East  25th  Street,  Brooklyn.  Disapproved. 

Prospect  Park  Honor  Roll,  Brooklyn.  To  be  given  to  City  by  Mr. 
William  H.  Todd  in  memory  of  the  Brooklyn  boys  who  died  in  the  War.
